As we 
say elsewhere in commenting on this 
mesting, at the beg'‘nning of it there 
sesmed to be simply an argument be- 
tween bulls and bears which soon sub- 
sided. It was natural that such talk 
should come to the front after the un- 
ee occurrences of the past 
ew months. Nevertheless we can not 
see why the airing of these particular 
views should be of such weight as to 
make a meeting of this kind of impor- 
tance enough to effect the market. 
Everybody in the trade is aware that 
the flour market is dull. It was dull 
before, and remains dull still. If the 
situa'ion is not strong enough to 
stand a public talk about it, it is weak 
indeed.

UNLESS we are mistaken, the lessons 
of the past few months will be stamped 
for aye on the minds of American 
millers. If this be true and they remem- 
ber and profit b i them, then their 
very severity is a blessing in disguise. 
We believe in the future of American 
flour. . It must and will crowd out of 
the world’s market's all competitors. 
It is only a question of time, the solu- 
tion of which is postponed by such 
wild breaks as the one we are now in- 
dulging in, but which will ultimately 
come. We hope that the American 
miller has learned one fact and will 
not soon forget it, which i, that his 
very existence depends on a good ex- 
port trade. Time was, when we re- 
garded Europe as a market for our 
surplus flour. By our recent experi- 
ence, we find that to enable the 
—— mills of the country to ruui, 

urope must do more, or rather tkat 
our domestic markets must take the 
surplus and the export trade be 1-- 
garded as the prime element in figur- 
ing on a successful continuance of the 
milling business in America. That 
without a healthy export trade, even 
on a short crop, we are bound to find 
ourselves in a cramped position in a 
very brief time. It may be considered 
as a settled fact in the minds of most 
millers that an export trade is a necer- 
sity to the increase of the milling ir- 
dustry in this country. We have 
had an opportunity to discover 
that we have other very considerable 
competitors in the world’s markets. 
Primarily we make good flour, but 
the keystone of our success as the 
world’s millers lies in our ability to 
makes good flour cheap.

MANITOBA is highly indignant be- 
cause the Duluth handlers who have 
received some of her wheat in bond 
call it very poor grain, and the pro- 
vincial papers are sputtering fiercely 
about it, a3 is their wont whenever 
Manitoba is trampled on.

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The wheat market here remains very 
depressed, but is less depressed than 
when I last wrote. Prices have now 
receded fully 286d per qr from the 
highest point of about three weeks 

, and holders are beginning to ask 
themselves whether the present super- 
abundant supply of wheat has not al- 
ready been discounted. For the last 
three weeks, indeed, the total supplies 
have only been in excess of our re- 
quirements by about 400.000 bus and 
the probability is, that from now on 
for some three months, the imports 
and farmers’ deliveries at home will 
be insufficient for our wants, thus lead- 
ing to a reduction of our stocks in 
granary, which, since Sept. 1, have 
probabiy been added to by about 10,- 
000,000 bus, making our present stocks 
about 24,000,000 bus, against 20,000,000 
bus at this time last year. This week 
the low price of 393 3d per 500 lbs for 
Havre was accepted for a large cargo 
of No. 1 Californian wheat due about 
Christmas, while three weeks ago 43s 
was paid for a similar cargo. This low 
price, however, was accepted by a 
needy seller, for most holders want 40s 
@40s 6d and several cargoes loading 
have since realized 4is. Russian wheats 
have, however, been selling at 2@3s3 
per gr below the recent highest point, 
freights from Russia having dropped 
1s 6d per qr. Indian wheats, too, have 
lost about 2s per qr, while English 
wheat, owing to its inferior quality, is 
selling at very low prices compara- 
tively, viz, from 303 to 35s per qr, fine 
old samples realizing 40@45s. Thus 
there is much irregularity in prices. 
Perhaps the most noticeable feature 
just now is the great variety of opin- 
ions expressed by prices for distant 
deliveries in the purely speculative 
markets. Thus we have New York 
quoting December wheat 8c per bu (2s 
9d per qr) lower than May delivery, 
while Paris flour for next March-June 
is 1s 6d per sack dearer than for De- 
cember. Berlin “term”? wheat is 5s 3d 
per qr dearer for spring than for pres- 
ent delivery, but Amsterdam is only 
9d dearer. Californian wheat for 
prompt shipment is only about 1s 
dearer than arrived cargoes, while 
new No. 2 Calcutta, for April-June 
shipment via canal, sells at 36s 3d, and 
arrived parcels are worth 36s 6d per qr.

C. A. Pillsbury & Co., of Minneapo- 
lis, favored the British grain trade 
through Beerbohm’s List of Tuesday 
lest, with their views regarding the 
probable future course of prices, which 
they maintain must ba in a decidedly 
upward direction owing to the strong 
statistical position. This latter argu 
ment is evidently very true with re- 
gard to America, for which fact they 
give chapter and verse. I need not 
repeat their arguments here, for their 
letter has already been published in 
the NoRTHWESTERN MILLER; but I 
should like to point cut that their 
opinion of the present position of the 
article in Europe is hardly consonant 
With actual facts. There is in fact a 
good deal more wheat in Europe than 
they give us credit for. Few people 
imagine, indeed, that the present po- 
sition, statistically s ng, is as 
shown by the following figures, which 
telate to Dec. 1 in the past two years :

There has been:rather more mo>ve- 
ment ‘noticeable in flour this week, 
but the better business has been 
caused simply by the fact that dealers 
have béen gatting out of stocks. No 
one seems to have any more confi- 
dence in theoutlook, and no disposi 
tion is shown to stock up in the least 
at: present prices, but as supplies are 
required to kesp up assortments they 
will buy at prevailing pricas. As the 
stosks bougat by jobbars during the 
recent boom bacome reduced, this 
hand-to-mouth business will increase 
to a fair volume without the aid of 
any excitement, and at presenc this is 
about all that dealers have to look 
forward to. The fact that consumors 
in New Eagland are more or less load- 
ed’ with flour bought at the high 
rices of two months ago, will tend 
make the fall wants of this section 
somewhat longer in being felt, as the 
high figures that are still being asked 
by smali dealers, have a tendency to 
make the consumption smaller than 
would have been the case on a low 
basis of prices. It isnow coming near 
the end of the year, and this aleo has a 
depressing effect on business, a3 th- 
feeling in all departments is to close 
up all transactions, and start io again 
fresh with the new year. he 
demand for flour daring the wask 
has been fairly divided between the 
diffsrent grades, although spring pat- 
ents still rather take the lead. S»moa 
of the mills are stronger in their views 
on patants, and are not disposed to 
offer as low terms as they would a 
week ago, but they find it a difficult 
matter tosellany higher. The goan- 
eral range of sales is still about $6 50@ 
7, but more mills are now asking the 
latter figure, the fact that bakers’ 
grades are not selling well mak- 
ing the mills less anxious to 
sell patents. As yet the demand 
is coming ‘principally from country 
points, and is mostly confined toa few 
cars ina place. Tho trade in this city 
is generally well stocked with spot 
offerings, and it is country buyers that 
are getting out of supplies. 
that business is getting down to a 
steady basis with buyers only operating 
as they need supplies, does not affect 
agents much, as they are able to pick 
up about so much trade in a quiet 
way, while, under the influence of a 
boom, they are active for a week or 
so, and then have nothing to do for a 
month or mora following. A steady 
quiet business seems to give more gen- 
eral satisfaction all around, although 
the effect of a boom is very exhilarat- 
ing while it lasts. 
On ’change there has not bean much 
excitement this week, the only im- 
heb eget basing the better inquir 
rom buyers which has been noted. 
The grain situation is very depressed, 
both corn and oats being in large sup- 
ply and selling to consumers below the 
cost to ship here from the west. Auy 
liberal stock on hand always affact: 
the market here in that way, as buyers 
are quick to take any advantage the 
may see. The fact that the distrib- 
uting demand falls off at these tims, 
makes the depression last until the 
actual wants of buyers are sufficient to 
get stocks down again to a low basis. 
There was a severe explosion, proba- 
bly from gas, at about 7 o’clock this 
evening, in the large stone block on 
Commercial street, which runs from 
Richmond to Olinton streets. The 
large block was shaken from one end 
to the other, and nearly all the glass 
was broken in the windows.

A dispatch from Ottawa, Ont., of 
Dec. 9, says: The customs ip tee 
has made several seizures of American 
flour in the maritime provinces, said 
to be brought in on fraudulent in- 
voices, thereby escaping duty. It is 
done in this way: A ton buyer 
urchases from a Canadian dealer, let 
us say, 125 bbls or over, which he ships 
to the maritime provinces, asking the 
Canadian miller to send invoices in 
triplicate (one for their owu «ffice, one 
for the customs and one to 4...ompany 
the goods.) Instead of thus using the 
invoices, the American purchaser keeps 
two of them and sends with each one 
125 bbls of American flour into Cana- 
da free of duty; or, in other words, 
forwards 375 bbls of flour and pays 
duty only on the firat 125, cheating the 
customs out of $125, the duty being 
50c, and also the protection afforded 
yy the duty to the Canadian millers.

who perpetrate this fraud is now 
troubling the customs, and the matter 
has been referred to the minister of 
justice to take up with the Washing- 
ton authorities.

who differ from us. In season and 
out of season, the father, both by pre- 
cept and example, tries to impress 
upon the mind of his child that his 
way of thinkingand method of doing 
are the only true and correct ones. 
This characteristic of human nature is 
dominant now and without doubt will 
always beso, but it has caused untold 
labor to advanced and thinking minds 
as they have endeavored to lift their 
fellows into more useful fields of in- 
quiry and investigation. That which 
is true of the individual is true also of 
the whole, for one generation trans- 
mits to each succeeding one its cus- 
toms and methods, so that in time 
these become indelibly stamped upon 
all, and no power seems able to effect 
a change. 

* * 

The question for the miller now is 
how to get out of the old environ- 
ment. In more ways than one, the 
former traditions, the memories and 
customs of the past, the stone and hex- 
agon reel, with other old appliances, 
complicate the new improved ma- 
chinery, as well as the new methods of 
classifying and handling the different 
products in themill. Theinventorsof 
the different systems of modern mill- 
ing are themselves affected by the 
men with whom they come in contact ; 
hence they find it very difficult at 
times to put into practical use ideas of 
milling which are in the embryo in 
their minds. Itis impossible for any 
man to escape the pressure of sur- 
rounding opinions, and whatever new 
machinery he may invent, or whatever 
new system of separations he may de- 
vise, he will put into each some ele- 
ment of the old, knowing full well 
many of the existing defects. This, 
unless I am greatly mistaken, is the 
view which must be held by every man 
whose mind is unbiased by system, 
and who forms his opinion according 
to evidence actually before him. Itis 
said there is generally not so much a 
creation of new machinery and meth 
od , but rather a new direction given 
to ideas already current. Whether 
this is so or not, we realiza that part 
at least of the milling community is 
possessed with the idea that if the 
primal usages of the art be disturbed 
harm will result in‘ ways now uncon- 
jectured. 

* * 

The stone hammer and bowl, the 
mortar and pestle, the hand sieve with 
nature’s fan, the stone and low grind- 
ing, and the system of returns, were 
each held to with a tenacity unpar- 
alleled in other arte. Even with all 
of our experience, we adhere to meth- 
ods in the mills of to-day which are 
detrimental to the highest state of the 
industry. From the nature of the 
case it is evident that no sudden move- 
ment can entirely transfer millers as 
a whole from old ideas and systems 
into the use ofentirely new ones. To 
break altogether at every point, with 
the old method of doing, is-a simple 
impossibility. The system of classi- 
fying the different products of the 
mill so as to reduce and dress sepa- 
rately is conceded tobe the only tiue 
method of securing the best possible 
results. Still we mix the poor with the 
good, the dark with the white, the in- 
ferior with the superior, the middlings 
from the first brcak with those from 
the fifth, the middlings from the first

We use nearly 
the same differentials and speeds on 
the different rolls, we use elevators 
and conveyors, hexagon reels, and 
sometimes other appliances which 
wear the life out of the flour, knowirg 
that this way of doing is beset with 
danger. Yet with all of our faults, 
we are doing bettar than did our fath- 
ers. Indee 
in the art during the last fifteen years 
is a long stride in the right direction, 
and we will keep on until we make 
ninety per cent of flour out of ev- 
ery bushel of wheat used, equal to the 
best patents now made.

Experience is a first-class school and 
one hour in her laboratory is of more 
value than hours of Here is 
where we become intelligent, skilful 
and proficient, able, perhaps, to point 
out defects, but, owing to our limited 
capabilities, unable many times to de- 
scribe the bestroad to take. Experience 
has taught us that if it be possible it is 
better to take the middlings from the 
different breaks and purify them se 
rately, reduce and dress them on dif- 
ferent rolls and reels. This means to 
classify as to size and character, hence 
it will require as many as five, pomey 
seven, different grades of middlings 
on the breaks. The large or germ 
middlings should be sized twice, or 
ae three times, the first operation 

ightly to loosen the good middlings 
which adhere to the germs or broken 
particles of wheat, the- second to size 
the middlings thus made, so that they 
can be purified on not coarser than

A Fine Milling Record. 


Being questioned as to the history 
of their milling experience, Igleheart 
Bros., of Evansville, Ind., so long well 
known as prominent winter wheat 
millers, write us as follows: 

“In 1856, Levi, Wm. T. and Asa Igle- 
heart formed a partnership to build a 
‘mill and conduct a grain and millin 
‘business. This mill was planned an 
‘its construction superintended by our 
Levi igibenrs, aided by a millwright 
‘named Marsh, a man of skill and-en- 
ergy, long since lost sight of in the 
‘west. The machinery was farnished 
ty John T. Noye, of Buffalo, N. Y. 
‘The name of the mill was the South- 
‘ern mill. Although its capacity did 
mot exceed 150 bbls = day, the senta- 
ition produced by its unique mode of 
‘driving by-belts and the modern ma- 
ichinery used, was not unlike the sensa- 
,tion produced in Minnesota when the 
‘Washburn and Pillsbury mills were 
built in Minneapolis. 

“A fier running this mill successfull 
about eight years, we bought a small 
mill in Rockville, Park county, which 
we ran six years and sold. e then 
formed a. partnership with Robert 
Ruston and built the Yosemite mill, of 
300 bbls ca; : ity, meantime increasing 

yo 











the ca the Southern mill to 
about the same. 

“Tn about ten eer, the firm of Rus- 
ton & Iglehart Bros. bought a twelve- 
run mill, and reconstructed it to a 500 
bbl roller plant. Soon afterward the 
Yosemite mill burned. Since then we 
have owned the Southern mill and an 
interest in the Melrose mill, with joint 
ee of 900 bbls. We have used 
from the first, the very best of ma- 
chinery made at the time, and were 
among the first to adopt purifiers 
and roils. In fact, our Yosemite mill 
started the first fall line of rolls on 
wheat in the winter wheat district. 

We use the Allis roll principally, and 
the Harris-Corlits engine. Like most 
mills we use two or three kinds of cen- 
trifagal reels, bran dusters, wheat clean- 
ers, dust collectors, etc. John Cameron 
an honest broad-gauge Scotchman, is 
our head miller. He served eight years’ 
apprenticeship at his trade in Scot- 
land, is a natural mechanic who reads 
and thinks, and has been with us 21 


ears.

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“Miller’s Agent: “The ex- 
a) dullness at present will give 
millers ample time to read another 
article relative to the profitless and al- 
ther uncatisfactory condition of 
the milling and flour jobbing tusiness 
of this country. The writer, whocan- 
yasses abut all the principal eastern 
cities, in the capacity of agent for a 
ring wheat mill, has no hesitancy in 
attributing the trouble to the policy of 
millersin selling flour to grocers (either 
retail or wholesale ) 

“All grocers make aleader of flour. 
They care very little about the loss of 
profit, if it helps to sell eome other ar- 
ticle. This fact is too well krown to 
need explanation or admit of argu- 
ment. Small grocers are not always 
ihe most intelligent merchants, but 
there are very fow of them who are 
not smart enough to know within a 
smail margin what patent flours are 
worth, a fact well known to jobbing 
grocers, who take advantage of this 
lack of general information to secure 
orders for a general line by selling 
what flour is wanted without profit. 
These conditions have existed for 

earv. In fact, it can be traced up 
and proven, that ever sioce mills be- 
gan selling flour to wholesale grocers, 
(selling retailers followed almost im- 
mediately) there has been very little 
money in it to either the jobber or 
miller. It is the opinion of the writer 
that there never again will be, until 
flour is sold through jobbing flour 
houses, which are undoubtedly its 
proper and natural channel. : 

“At a first glance the relinquish- 
ment of the grocery trade may not 
look feasible to such mills as now en- 
joy a large trade in that direction. 
This, we assume, is pretty equally 
divided, consequently no one would 
especially suffer. We all know thata 
certain amount of flour will go into 
consumption each year, let it find its 
way to the consumer in what manner 
it may. Nothing, except vossidly 
prices affects the quantity. The point 
most important to the miller is to as- 
certain the most advisable plan of dis- 
tribution. It is certainly most suicidai 
to put the grocer in a position to com- 
pete with the mill, which is done when 
he is furnished with stock at the same 
price as the jobber, who must supply 
the small grocer buying a few barrels 
atatime. Some of our eastern cities 
have extensive grocery stores which 
buy very large blocks of flour and 
which all the mills try to sell. If, kow- 
ever, we compare the amount distrib- 
uted through them with the aggregate 
amount distributed by the innumerable 
small grocers, it will be found to be 
nine-tenths in favor of the latter. 

“Experience has taught millers they 
can not dispose of all their prodact di- 
recttoretailers. There are various rea- 
sons why this is impracticable. They 
could not furnish the varied assort- 
ment necessary, nor the accommoda- 
tion required. Neither can a mill 
compete with a jobber on an advan- 
cing market, as the jobber would not 
advance his price until his stock was 
exhausted. ot that he would not 
like to advance, but that the present 
policy pursued by the mills in selling 

direct makes it impossible for 
todo so,as he must protect his 
customers, (the small spacers), against 
the competition of the r wao 
buys in car lots and makes a leader of 
the flour until sold out. 
ers say this should not be; that 
such a state of trade should not exist, 
and that we must educate the grocer 
to buy rect and do without the mid- 
pertinent reply wou 
that as mills seem unable bo regulate 
themselves as a body it would be 
something of an undertaking to reg: 
wlate the grocers, and as to getting rid 
of the jobbing flour men, it would be 
ho difficult matter to demonstrate that 
& flour jobber can and does sell, collect 
for an deliver flour cheaper than the 
mill could if there were no jobbers in 
this . If millers would look into 
— and codperate with each 
in carrying out the suggestions

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THE MILWAUKEE MEETING. 


Full and Complete Report.of a Very 
Successful Convention. 


The lately called meeting of the mer- 
chant millers of the United States con- 
vened at the Plankinton hoi - 
waukee, at 2:20 p.m. Monday, Edward 
Sanderson being elected c: an and 
J. M. Turner, secretary. 

The chairman delivered an opening 
address, in which he dwelt upon the 
importance of this meeting. e high 
character of the millers of the country 
was eulogized, and the amount of 
money invested in their —_ wos 
stated as enormous. He said tbat the 
mille of the country had been built 
ard reboilt at an incredible expense, 
with an endeavor 
to get and keep 
the best. This 
meeting was an 
informal one, 
none of the gen- 
tlemen present, 
probably, know- 
. ing just why ,it 

“was called, but 
that the milling 
; business was in a 
EDWARD SANDERSON, @eplorable con- 
dition, he thought no one would dis- 
pute. It wasconsidered a good idea, 
and the meeting was accordingly 
called to see if ruination of the trade 
in buying wheat at high prices andsell- 
ing flour below costcan not be prevent- 
ed. In conclusion, the chair an- 
nounced that a banquet would be 
served at 9 o’clock Monday evening, 
in the dining room of the Piankin- 
ton house, to which all millers were 
invited. 

Mr. Kreider arose to a question of 
privilege and called upon Mr. Freeman 
to address the meeting, a3 he under- 
stood Mr. Freeman was thoroughly 
posted on thesituation. Mr. Freeman 
said, in substance: 

I am hardly competent to tell why 
we are here. It has been said that 
this is my meeting, and that I insti- 

ated it. This I deny in toto, as 

only endorsed the suggestion as 
coming from the NORTHWESTERN 
MILLER. I understand the object 
of the meeting is to curtail the pro- 
duction, or to invent some means by 
which the condition into which the 
milling business has fallen, can be al- 
tered to the benefit of the trade. As- 
suming that this is the reason why we 
are here, I will touch on the export 
business: The very best unprejudiced 
opinions are that Europe can get along 
without vs. Itis in no hurry for our 
flour, and is being supplied from other 
quarters of the globe at prices with 
which we can not compete. The best 
opinion from merchants in New York 
is that there is no chance for export 
before April 1, 1889. You wiil see 
from this that we are practically 
hemmed in to home 
trade. If this is the 
actual position, what 
is the use of continu- 
ing the glut which 
at present exists at se 
aboard points. Brad- 
street reports the 
stock in thejeast to be 
high, something over 
2,000,000 bbls of flour, 
but it has been assert- 
ed, and is generally 
admitted that there 
is an error of 500,000 bbls in this re- 
port. I know that the stocksof flour 
in the various eastern markets are 
not accurately obtained. In New 
York the stocks are taken from 
first hands or from commission mer- 
chants, and the stocks in jobbers’ 
hands, wholesale grocers’, retail gro- 
cers’, et al, are not considered. I 
understand that this condition ob- 
tains in other prominent markets. 
I venture the assertion that the stock of 
flour in New York city is not less than 
400,000 bbls, notwithstanding state- 
ments of commission men to the con- 
trary. An effort recently made in 
New York city to got at the accurate 
condition wa* rebuffed by the commis- 
sion merchants generally, showing 
that there was a desire to prevent the 
condition from growing any worse by 
reporting the actual state of affairs.

In New York and Brooklyn the stock 
ia equal to four months’ consumption, 
but this is liable to deductions, the de- 
tails of wiich I will explain. Many 
other easiera cities are very much in 
the same con‘‘ition. 

Mr. Fusz, of St. Louis, took the floor 
to state that the stocks of St. Louis 
were correctly and accurately given. 

- Mr. Freeman did not doubt this, and 
regarded the flour-producing points as 


giving more correct statements of: 


stocks than eastern markets. He con- 
tinued: “Branching in another direc- 
tion, I wish to call attention to the 
great economy ote among the 
consuming class, which works 
flour, and in favor of cheaper foods. 
The poor pzople are eating more corn 
products, potatoes and meat, than 
flour, owing to the higher price in 
proportion for flour, over the articles 
named. This prevails to a greater ex- 
tent than many have any idea of, and 
it leads up to the point of the neces- 
sity of improving the condition. I 
have not the temerity to claim that 
the posi‘ion of the northwest is as 
strong as the position of the winter 
wheat sections in the present wheat 
situation, and I propose that a recipro- 
cal treaty be adopted. In another 
year the position of shortage may be 
reversed, and our spring wheat millers 
may return to their old time crop. of 
100,000,000 bus or over, and the winter 
wheat millers experience a we 
parallel with that now felt iu the 
northwest. While this suggestion 
may appear one-sided, it nevertheless 
ought to be adopted. If the winter 
wheat millers want to satisfy the ca- 
pacious maw of the northwest, let 
them come in and make arrangements. 
It is all folly for winter wheat millers 
to be $1 per bbl under the price of 
spring wheat millers on their high 
des. They would sell as much 
our if the difference was only 50c per 
bbl. The consumption is not in- 
creased a particle by the difference 
which now exists. I could name a 
dozen brands of winter wheat flour 
which are sold in the eastern markets 
that if held steadily would greatly in- 
fluence the markets, and the 
pen obtained on equal grades. 
he scheme of the control of 
prices can be arranged by the clas- 
sifying of flours, on which I will dwell 
later, if itis the wish of the meeting. 
To ———— this, a very thorough 
organization will be necessary—more 
thorough than at present exists. The 
Cen Millers’ Association is the 
strongest of the associations now ex- 
tant, and itis doing the millers who 
are fortunate enough to be members, 
a@ world of good, and saving them a 
great deal of money. For the outside 
winter wheat states all to be con- 
nected under this head would be ad- 


vantageous to them. A state associa-|- 


loses no identity by connecting itself 
with this Central Millers’ Assoc‘ation. 
It merely acknowledges allegiance to 
a controlling power, and can regulate 
itslocal affairs as best suits iteelf; and 
it must be borne in mind that this con- 
trolling power to which it acknowl- 
edges its allegiance is made up by gen- 
tlemen selected by the millers them- 
selves. Regarding the curtailing of 
the output, it seems to me to be the 
duty of the millers of this country to 
shut down for one-half of January ; 
and the principle ought to be extend 

into the coming year at least one week 
in each of the fc'iowing months to the 
first of May, the .uut-down being ab- 
solute. A proceeding of this kind 
would give tone to the flour market. 
I here venture a few details: Drifting 
from the subject a moment I want to 
call attention to the bugbear that 
seems to exist about the number of 
merchant mills. I have it from the 
authority of the NORTHWESTERN 
MILLER, which has lately been com- 
piling a list, that the number of mills 
whose capacity is over 200 bbls pee day 
does not exceed 700, although it is es- 
timated that there are 25,000 mills in 
the United States of all kinds. If I 
could name the mills, I venture to say’ 
that 100 spring wheat and 200 winter 
wheat miils could practically control 
the market, and 1 mention as an exam- 
ple, the success of the sugar move- 
ment. If it were possible to shut down 
during the two months of natural 





glut, December and June, I believe ew 
would have ten good months every 
ear. But we are absolutely hemmed 
by the home trade, which I think 
you will all admit. I propose a shut- 
down of one week per month up to 
ths first of June.” 
Mr. Sanderson: Allowing that Mr. 


.|Freeman’s statement that there are 


700 merchant mills of over 200 bbls ca- 
pacity is correct, we will average 
their combined capacity at 500 
bbls r day each. By figuring 
a little we see it would give us 
a demand for between 500,000,000 
and 600,000,000 bus of wheat, or one- 


¢| quarter more than we raice. The facts 


are that there are mills enough to 

grind the crop of the United States in 

six months. We will go back to the 
nning of these high pr:ces, and 

pe ow the market up the present 
@: 

Here followed an interesting dercrip- 
tion of the situation as it exists, which 
concluded with the query: “Suppose 
the spring wheat crop is 35,000,000 bus 
short; is that any reason for putting 
the price of wheat to $1.50 per bu, 
which is way above an export basis, 
when we have got more wheat than 
we can consume at home? The only 
way out of the condition that I can 
see, is for the millers to buy their 
wheat for what it is worth in the mar- 
kets of the world.”’ 

The drift of Mr. Sanderson’s remarks 
was that the situation was wrong and 
the judgment of the bulls was ques- 
tionable. A restriction of production 
would certainly help the situation, and 
a little personal reminiscence of the 
speaker’s experience years ago in the 
northwest, was related. The option 
business was discussed, and berated as 
detrimental to the trade, and it was 
stated that we must be guided by the 
value of the property, as it was only 
worth what it would bring. Unless 
we get back to what the property is 
worth, we will have to have these con- 
ventions semi-annually for years to 
come. 

Mr. Freeman asked for discussion 0° 
his arguments. He suggested that a 
committes be appointed to draw reso- 
lutions which could be discussed, re- 
lating to curtailing. A gentleman 
called for Mr. Fusz, of St. Louis. 

Mr. Fusz’s remarks were brief, as he 
said he came prepared to listen rather 
than to talk. On the diminished con- 
sumption of wheat flour he could say 
that the south was 
using corn very 
largely. He knew 
of sections where 
resolutions were 
offered to cur‘ail 
the consumption 
of flour in favor of 
corn. If we had 
wheat lower we 
could sell abroad. 
The Oentral Mill- 
ers’ Association 
had agreed to curtail the output. It 
was working very nicely, and would 
continue to do so. 

Mr. Freeman offered a resolution 
that millers in all sections shut down 
two weeks in January, and it was sec- 
onded and offered for discussion. 

Mr. Greenleaf said hs didn’t think a 
general shut-down could be brought 
about without all millers being pres- 


ent. 

Considerable discussion followed on 
this point, and Mr. Ssybt was called 
upon for his views. Hoe held that if 
we had more wheat than we could 
consume we had got to export. 
This export flour would make the 
price of the entire stock. If the 
northwest could convince the country 
that the crop was short the prices 
could be sustained ; otherwise we must 
conform to the markets of the world. 

Mr. Quirk, of Waterville, Minn, 
suggested that this resolution be sub- 
mitted to state and district organiza- 
tions for their vote, as a vote taken at 
this time by the members could hardiy 
be considered in any pi A binding. 
Considera>'s discussion followed here,, 
in which Messrs Schumacher, Urban, 
Sanderson aud Ballard took part. Mr. 
Ballard’s remarks were very pertinent. 
and he offered a resolution as follows:

Notwithstanding the present 
depreseed state of affairs, the sho 
in the past twelve weeks have sold 
225,300 more barrels than they did in 
the same time last year, and 60 per 
cent cf the flour made has been packed 
in wood, as compared with 44 per cent 
a year ago. In the period named 
there bhava be°n 980,500 bbls sold, 
against 752 200 for the corresponding 
time in 1887.

The new 300,000 bu Sawyer elevator, 
being erected on the Northern Pacific 
tracks at Sauk Centre, Minn., is nearly 
done.

place: “Work on the new flouring 
mill which will adjoin the old wheat 
warehouse, will commence early in the 
spring, and every effort will be made 
to complete it before fall. The mill 
will have a capacity of 1,6(0 bbls of 
flour daily. South of the new wheat 
warehouses the Northern Pacific Ele- 
vator Co. will shortly begin an eleva- 
tor to hold over 500,000 bus. This is to 
be the first of a series of elevators 
which will line the water front fora 
long distance. Wheat will be brought 
to the elevator in bulk, and will be in- 
spected here before beivg sacked for 
shipment. This will lesen the tranus- 
ortation charges and cause the estab- 
ishment of a Tacoma grade of wheat. 
Large es the addition to the ware- 
house capacity has been this season, it 
has not sufficed for the needs of the 
shippers, and the Northern Pacific tea 
warehouse has been brought into req- 
uisition.”’
